If they are beaten in the 
contest they lase their seats in the 
State Board. 


The Supreme Court. 


Philosopher P i c k k t t lias favored us 
with an autograph letter accompanied 
by several articles from his pen or­ 
iginally printed in the Sacramento 
Bee in which he inveighs against the 
Supreme Court, discusses the right of 
certain justice? to sit upon the Su­ 
preme bench and recommends t lie peo­ 
ple to elect their successors. In the 
outset it may be well to say that the 
Philosopher has a grieviance. 
He 
suffered at the hands of the Supreme 
Court an indignity which should 
make the Judges blush, hut still there 
may he much good sense in his argu­ 
ments in favorof electing successors 
to justices N ilk s and C r o c k e t t . It 
is unnecessary to repeat the many 
reasons urged why the seats now oc­ 
cupied by these judges should he filled 
by other gentlemen. The single one 
that tlieir term ofoflice is about to ex­ 
pire by statutary limitation is suffi­ 
cient for saying that 110 harm can come 
of voting for two Judges of the Su­ 
premo Court at tho judicial election. 
The fact that the Governor has not in 
bis proclamation given notice that 
such officers are to be elected, makes 
no legal difference, as the rights of the 
people cannot he annulled by the non­ 
action of a public officer. This is, if 
we remember correctly, the first bien­ 
nial election in which the Governor 
ha'; omitted such proclamation. The 
Bcc properly remarks: “Of course it 
is a Constitutional question as to 
whether the people are entitled to 
elect one or more Justices of their 
Court now, and the only proper way 
to decide the issue is to elect them and 
try it on. It will not cost more for 
tickets to put two more names upon 
upon them. No harm can come from 
such action, and much good may.” 


Grant's Religious Plank. 


B i p u b l i c a n journals are laboring 
hard to create an impression that pol­ 
itics does not enter into tho judicial 
election.Their object Í3to defeat F i t z ­ 
gerald the Democratic nominee for 
Superintendent of public iustructiou 
and elect C a r r the Republican nomi­ 
nee for the same office. They are 
handling a two edged sword. If there 
is bo politics in this election why do 
the Republicans nominate candidates 
for the offices? They ought to leave 
the places vacant and let opponents 
nominate themselves independent of 
party conventions. The fact that 
they have not done this proves the 
hollownessof their professions. They 
cry “no politics” aud urge everybody 
to vote for their party nominee. 


T h e impression prevails with a 
number of citizens that the Board of 
Education of our city is not sufficient­ 
ly economical in tho disbursement of 
the bchool money. We are not pre­ 
pared to answer questions on this 
point submmitted by a correspondent, 
hut we are sure the Board will prompt­ 
ly answer all interrogations portincut 
to the issue. We believe that men 
and women who have sufficient edu­ 
cation aud possess the other qualifica­ 
tions requisite for good teachers, are 
deserving of fair remuneration for 
their services and we believe that iu 
a city growing as rapidly as Los An­ 
geles money spent in school houses 
and other educational facilities is 
wisely expended. Still there is a lim­ 
it beyond which the managers of our 
school department cannot advance 
without oppressing the tax payers. 
The Board of Education is an able and 
competent body', and will, we have no 
doubt, give all necessary information 
•s to its receipts and expend ¡tures. 


Senseless Jealousy. 


The Northern counties are im-eused 
at the neglect of that section of the 
State by the immigrants this season. 
The wonderful progress made by Los 
Angeles aud the other Southern 
counties is fully set before the world 
by the election figures. Our envious 
sisters claim that extensive advertiz­ 
ing has accomplished this result, and 
it is proposed to organize an associa­ 
tion and lay the claims of the North­ 
ern section before the new comers by 
means of pamphlets, circulars, Ac. 
distributed on the trains. While it 
cannot he denied that the rapid in­ 
crease in our population is in a meas­ 
ure due to the dissemination of correct 
information concerning the climate 
and resources, it is manifest advertiz­ 
ing alone could not build up any sec­ 
tion. The new corners find on arrival 
that this county is superior to any 
other portion of California, and so set­ 
tle in our midst. Nor is this all, they 
are so well satisfied with their homes 
that they writefor their friends and 
relatives to come on and enjoy the ad­ 
vantages which nature has lavished 
upou semi-tropical California. We 
can therefore stand the abuse which 
our Northern cotemporaries are pleas­ 
ed to lavish. It turns the attention 
of the new comers In this direction, 
and if they begin to inquire closely 
about us it Is a moral certainty they 
will soon be living among us. 


President G r a n t in his Des Moines 
speech after having declared his de­ 
sires for a third term devoted the rest 
of the time to the elucidation of what 
he regarded as a new’ tenet in Ameri­ 
can politics. He pronounced against 
the combination of church and State 
or the interference of government in 
affairs of religion in any manner. In­ 
asmuch as religious liberty has never 
been threatened in this country, and 
besides being guaranteed by the con­ 
stitution, has been a standing plank 
in almost every platform of every par­ 
ty since the formation -of the govern­ 
ment, the President’s position would 
have been regarded a* very weak had 
he not preceded it by predicting in 
the near future a religious war in this 
country. It was necessary to conjure 
upan enemy to give significance to 
his waving sword. Without the pros­ 
pect of a religious war his religious 
plank would have hail no significance. 
“ We are to have another contest in 
the near future of our political exis- 
tance,” he said. “I predict a dividing 
line not to he Mason and Dixon’s, but 
between patriotism, ambition and 
ignorance.” Then he added “ Let us 
all labor for security, free thought, 
speech and press; pure, moral, unfet­ 
tered religious sentiments and equal 
rights and privileges for ail, irrespec­ 
tive of nationality, color or religion; 
encourage free schools, resolve noth­ 
ing appropriated for them he applied 
to support sectarian schools; resolve 
that neither State nor nation shall 
support institutions save those where 
every child may get a common school 
education, unmixed with atheistic, 
pagan or sectarian teachings; leave re­ 
ligion to the family altar; keep church 
ami State forever seperate. With 
these safeguards I believe the battle 
which created the Army of the Tenne- 
see have not been fought iu vain.” 
This is unmistakably an effort to 
drag religion into the political arena, 
and inflame the rancor of bigotry and 
sectarian zeal, that purely political 
parties may lie disrupted aud the 
G r a n t party profit by the dissensions 
General G r a n t is the first Presiden­ 
tial candidate wiio lias sought to 
make capital out of religious fauatu- 
cism, and encourage sectarian hatred 
by directing men’s atention to smagi- 
nary dangers in the future. He arouses 
all sects by picturing the supposed ag­ 
gressions of their opponents. He seeks 
to divide the people into numerous 
parties by calling their attention to 
the dissimilarity in their creeds: Con­ 
sidering the time opportune, owing 
the bitterness of religious feeling iu 
Europe, to excite the fears of the weak 
and the ambition of the strong. He 
perhaps considers his prediction 
like the ancient oracle will work 
its own fullfilment; that the Cath­ 
olics will bo aroused to the dan­ 
ger of the situation, and inaugurate a 
campaign for self protection, and that 
tho Protestants, feeling their strength 
with attempt to imitate the Prussian 
government; and that both Protestant 
and Catholic once aroused will war 
against the infidel and the Jew. His 
declaration of the maintenance of re­ 
ligious freedom was worthy jof the 
chief magistrate of the nation; his 
attempt to embitter sectarian feeling 
is unworthy of a true lover of ids 
country. But the artifice will react 
upon this caliuninutor of the people 
of the United States. Posterity will 
place G r a n t ’s vision of futurity 
alougsideof that of Don Quixote when 
the heated imagination of the old 
knight transformed a flock of sheep 
peacefully pasturing upou the plain, 
into two contending hosts of mail 
clad warriors.

California Dried Fruit. 


We clip the following from the.San 
Francisco Bulletin of the 8th: 
A citizen oí this State, largely interested in 
fruit raising, who has recently returned from 
New York, says that the inquiry for Califor­ 
nia dried fruit» Ison the inervase. 
The New York fruit market 1* a very large 
one. H can probably take ten times as much 
dried fruit at good price as California will be 
able to produce. But fruit growers here must 
study the market. Moreover dealers iu New 
York want sume assurance that when they 
sell a lot of California dried fruit, anil tliul 
that the same pisases their customers, other 
lots of the Mime quality cun be furnished in u 
steady way to supplv the demund created. 
Unless that can be done the trade would be 
Injured, und would be quite unsatisfactory. 
If for Instance, a New Y'ork dealer were to sell 
an Invoice of California raisins, lie wants to 
know that lie can keep right on selling the 
same. And soofdried peaches and plums. 
If lie sells to-day a brand of Malaga raisins, 
lie knows that he can stalk his store to-mor­ 
row with another lot,or with any other kind 
of dried fruit which is well known In the mar­ 
ket.Now these considerations are of great Im­ 
portance 1 0 California fruit-growers. A few 
odd lots put up in variable p-ckages will 
never make much Impression on the market. 
Thodrled fruits of this State are so good that 
the demand for certain sorts would be with­ 
out limit, if care is taken to put them into 
market in .such packages as are provided by 
the trade. 
If a fruit grower this year could have had 
00 acres of Bartlett pears In full bearing, and 
50 acres more of apricots for drying, he could 
not have asged fora better ¡thing. He could 
linve shipped all his pearsor sold them on 
the trees io others at round prices. His apri­ 
cots, which could be sun dried at small cost 
and little trouble, would have brought very 
large prices In tho Eastern markets. These 
may serve as hints of the direction in which 
fruit-growers may hereafter find profitable 
ventures. 
Hero is a timely hint to the fruit- 
raisers of this county. The fruits of 
this coast are infinitely superior to 
any raised on the Atlantic side of the 
Continent. Any of our inferior grapes 
are superior to the hcit they have. 
We have repeatedly urged our farm­ 
ers to cure their fruits and vegetables, 
assuring them that there would he a 
good demand tor them at prices that 
would pay, yet they suffer their grapes 
and other fruits and vegetables to de­ 
cay on the ground, becauso no one 
comes to their doors to buy them. In 
no other country in the world would 
the farmers submit to such a waste. 


THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 
“Medium” Delinee bin Position—Pleu- 
ly of Currency but It Is Locked up— 
Gold Speculators th e B anc of tbe 
People—A Remedy Knggesled. 
K e i t o r H e r a l d : It is true we did 
not state emphatically in our former 
article on this subject which way we 
would “gravitate” provided Congress 
should take measures to bring our 
currency up to the value of gold. Our 
position was simply this: that if Con­ 
gress lesclnded the act by which cur­ 
rency is refused for port dues,currency 
would then be equal to gold. 
THIS ACT 
• 
Alone would add 15 per cent, to the 
value of the currency now in circula­ 
tion, which would ostensibly he add­ 
ing 15 per ccut. to our circulating me­ 
dium. That we have the greatest 
abundance of currency now in exist­ 
ence for all commercial purposes there 
can be no doubt, if it were in circula­ 
tion. But it is not in circulation, 
CAPITALISTS 
Are holding it for the purpose of spec­ 
ulating in gold. Gold is now 1GV pre­ 
mium, and the holders of currency 
have laid their money away until gold 
shall fall. Many who hold millions 
of currency do nothing but speculate 
in buying and selling gold. All this 
currency is now locked up, and will 
not come out until gold falls. But 
there arc thousands of men with a few 
thousand dollars in currency who 
never thought of buying gold,anil who 
have also locked up their money be­ 
cause they are not willing to “stand 
the shave,” as they call it. Neither 
are they willing now to invest it in 
any branch ot trade, because all arti­ 
cles of commerce rise aud fall as 
OOI.D RISES AND FALLS. 
8o if they were to invest in any branch 
of trade they would he compelled to 
submit to thcdiscounton their money 
just the same as if they were buying 
gold. Hence they prefer to wait until 
their money will bring a better price. 
This is the principal cause of a scarc­ 
ity of money at the present time, and 
so long as the brokers of Wall street 
can keep up the price of gold, so long 
will it continue to he scarce. But as 
soon as currency shall become equal 
to the price of gold, all these old vaults 
and hiding places will be opened and 
money will he plenty everywhere, 
property will rise, labor will be in de­ 
mand, and a general state of prosper­ 
ity and improvement will occur in all 
parts of the country. 
THEN TAXES 
Can he collected and the Government 
debt rapidly paid ofT. We are no in­ 
flationist. We havi plenty of cur­ 
rency now, hut it is not in circulation 
for the reasons above named. But as 
under judicious management the taxes 
collected woald rapidly absorb the 
currency, we would have enough re­ 
issue to supply the demands of com­ 
merce. So long as the country is in 
debt the Government should manage 
to keep money as plenty as possible, 
so as to enable the people to meet the 
demands of the tax collector'. But as 
soon as we are out of debt it does not 
matter whether we have much or lit­ 
tle iuouey. If we owe nobody we 
shall never be troubled with a crisis. 
But one thing all our law-makers 
must keep in view: theproperty-hold- 
ers aud laboring people must pay the 
Government dent, and they must have 
THE MEANS TO DO IT WITH. 
Of course we are in favorof making 
gold and silver the only legal tender. 
It has always been so in this country 
until recently, and it was an egre­ 
gious blunder in our Government ever 
to have changed it. But this will 
make no difference with the currency. 
When people find it equal to gold 
there will ue very little trouble to pro­ 
cure gold for all demands that may be 
made. It is not the fear that the na­ 
tion will not redeem its currency that 
depreciates its value. 
NO SENSIBLE MAN 
Has ever dreamed for a moment that 
the American Government would not 
redeem all its pledges. And there 
never was a grealer scandal perpe­ 
trated upon any government than is 
now being done by editors and politi­ 
cians who are babbling ail over the 
land about “ rag money and an irre­ 
deemable currency. It Is a slander 
upon the nation aud a disgrace to 
themselves. 
This depreciation is 
caused by the tricks of gold gamblers, 
aided by the tvise Congress which re­ 
fused to take our currency for port 
dues. Tliis is ail there is in it: a na­ 
tion that can and Will pay twelve hun­ 
dred millions taxes annually can and 
will redeem all its pledges.M e d iu m .

About noon to-day a terrible acci­ 
dent hupp* m il at Latham's now build­ 
ing, córner of S u tte r and Kearney 
streets. It appears that one W. J. 
Rogers, a machinist, who hoards at 
the Coso House, being desirous of in- 
sjiecting the building, ascended to tho 
second story, the floor of which is not 
laid, and while walking across the 
joists missed his footing and fell to 
the fioor below, a distance of 10 feet. 
He alighted on his head, producing a 
severe sculp wound and probably con­ 
cussion of the brain. He was picked 
lip in an insensible condition and car­ 
ried to the City Prison hospital, where 
Dr. Stovers took him in charge. Rog­ 
ers was under the inlluencc of liquor. 
He may, with the proverbial good 
luck of drunken men, recover from a 
blow which would have killed a sober 
man. 
. 
The annual meeting of the stock­ 
holders of the Grangers’ Bank was 
called for 1 o’clock to-day at the rooms 
of the hank on California street. A* 
that hour the stockholders began to 
pour into the place until it wascrowu- 
ed to suffocation. There were over 
two hundred and fifty grangers, male 
and female, in attendance and very 
great interest was manifested in the 
result of the election which is being 
held this afternoon for directors of the 
Bank. There are five tickets in the 
field, and the most of the scratching is 
being done by the sisters, who are be­ 
ginning to realize the pleasures of 
casting ballots. Mr. J. V. Webster 
called the body to order, and after 
making a few brief remarks as to the 
object tor which it had been called, 
said it would be necessary for the 
transaction of business to adjourn to 
some larger hall. A member suggest­ 
ed that an adjournment should he 
taken to Dashaway Hall, hut it was 
announced that that place was being 
used by another organization. It was 
finally decided to adjourn to Corin­ 
thian Hall, where the polls were 
opened. 
The Chinese cigar manufacturers of 
this city have a society organization 
which is far stronger tfian any other 
similar trade union among the whites. 
Having learned the value of strikes 
when they desire to accomplish any 
object, they do not hesitate to apply 
that remedy. 
Yesterday workmen in several of the 
large cigar factories owned by white 
men quit work because they were un­ 
willing to submit to some new regula­ 
tions which were sought to be intro­ 
duced. The employers effected a com­ 
promise through the aid of interpreters 
and the recalcitrant Chinese resumed 
work tliis morning, having gained the 
object in view. 
W. Miller, claiming to he John Jef­ 
feries, went to the Clay Street Bank 
and demanded $300, the amount on 
deposit in the name of Jefferies. Mil­ 
ler produced a bank book and insisted 
on payment being made to him. He 
was turned over to an officer; and tiiis 
morning in the Police Court was on 
trial for grand larceny, hut the evi­ 
dence not justifying the graver charge 
it was reduced to one of petty larceny. 
It seems that tho real Jefferies was 
drunk on Thursday and the hook was 
taken from his pocket. Miller made 
several contradictory statements to the 
arresting officer, and his story when 
on tho stand was still diiFerent. He 
was found guilty as charged and or­ 
dered to appear for sentence. 
T h e P rim a ry In vestigation. 
V a l l e jo, Cal., October 12tli.—The 
Naval Court of Inquiry has received 
the testimony of ten witnesses, the ev­ 
idence being chiefly an examination 
of the books and papers of Spaulding’s 
office. Important facts have been 
elicited hut no startling disclosures 
made. 
It transpires tlint Kenny 
plundered in company with others. 
Spaulding listens to the testimony 
hut lias submitted no report to the 
Court. His bookkeepers have been 
undergoing an examination since Inst 
Friday. Carr, Hansome, Lagrange 
and De la Montgarie have not yet been 
summoned. The Court is confident 
that it lias the power to enforce the 
summons by the U. S. Marshal. When 
Carr is wanted lie will he sent for. If 
he fails to respond a Deputy Marshal 
will bring him.

Remarkable Idiocy. 


The following from the San Fran­

One of the 
letter-carriers happened to enter the 
lobby at tliis time, and to him the 
simple-minded person applied for ad­ 
vice, mentioning the sum he had en­ 
closed in the letter and for whom it 
was intended. The carrier kindly re­ 
lieved his uncertainty by stating that 
it was only necessary to put- on addi­ 
tional stamps to the amount of ten 
cents, mark “ registered” on the en­ 
velope and drop it into the box with 
the other letters, which would be suf­ 
ficient to ensure its safe delivery. He 
did as directed, and the letter was 
never heard of more. Whether the 
carrier win» gave this dishonest advice, 
or some other employee of tho Post­ 
office department, stole the money is 
uncertain, but the incident illustrates 
that there is an alarming prevalence 
of thieves in this part of the country, 
and much caution is necessary to guaiii 
against their depredations.

Grape Crushing. 


The season of wine m aking has fair­ 
ly commenced, and the w hirr of the 
crushers is heard in the land. 
Grapes 
are unusually plenty and wine making 
is dull, so the price rules low, most ot 
the wine makers buying at three bits 
a hundred. 
Prom inent among the grape crush­ 
ers is Don Mateo Keller, on Alameda 
street, near Aliso, who has forty pick­ 
ers engaged and six team s running 
constantly, loaded w ith the product of 
his own vineyards. 
Five men feed 
the steam crusher, and it takes in all 
about twenty-five additional men to 
take care of the juice. The daily pro­ 
duct of his crushing is 0,000 gallons of 
juice, and this amount he expects soon 
to increase. 
Next week he will buy 
grapes from other vineyards, and keep 
ten teams a t work steadily, with n 
helping force of 100 men additional. 
The total product of Mr. Keller’s sea­ 
son is estimated at 500,000 gallons. 
Mr. Bernard, at the old stand of the 
Los Angeles Associates, is also busy 
crushing. 
H e expects to barrel about 
300,000 gallops of wine, and is reputed 
to tie a careful and experienced wine 
maker. 
Mr. Peianconi, whose establishment 
is also 011 Alameda stieet, crushes 
grapes by the primitive method, viz: 
tram ping them out. This establish­ 
m ent is not dependent on the fluctua­ 
tions of a steam engine, is not subject 
to tiie weakness of machinery, Is not 
liable to the annoyance of u boiler ex ­ 
plosion, hut is as perpetual as hum an 
muscle, the nearest power to perpetual 
motion tiiat man will ever use. About 
a score of neat, clean-limbed, stout­ 
muscled Indians do the heavy work 
and seem to enjoy it. Just imagine 
the delight to these living grape 
crushers as they stamp out the lus­ 
cious fruit of the vine. They seem to 
love it, and, as the butcher delights to 
see the fresh hot blood spurting from 
the throat of tiie slaughtered animal, 
so these muscular grape crushers seem 
to revel in the ruby fluid which runs 
from the tramping floor. These grape 
trampers seem to bo us stolid as Indi­ 
ans usually are, as they step on the 
crushing floor in their bare feet and 
legs, witli pants rolled up above the 
knees. A t first the movement of those 
crushing pedals is slow and monoto­ 
nous, but as the operator sees the 
grape juice slowly flowing under his 
descending feet his movements ivre 
accelerated and lie soon tramps;with 
frantic energy, tho blood red juice 
dripping from every toe and perspira­ 
tion running from every pore. 
His 
energy is only equalled by the wild 
physical exertion seen at a Louisiana 
Voodoo meeting or a colored camp 
meeting, as a brother or a sister comes 
through the wilderness. This is the 
kind of exertion which we observed 
in our visit to Pelancoui's establish­ 
ment day before yesterday. 
About 
twenty Indians, with bare feet, and 
three whltemen with boots 011, stood 
in a square tray and trod out 
tbe 
grapes with wild energy, accompany­ 
ing the work with hoarse shouts, and 
shrill yells. 
IVhen the exhausted ap­ 
pearance of thu operations showed that 
the crushing was well done, the per­ 
spiring 
trampers 
rested, 
and the 
stems were picked out. The pulpand 
skins were then shoveled intoa small­ 
er tray where three bare-footed opera­ 
tors mashed them to a finerjelly. This 
mode of making wine may be objected 
to by some of our thoughtless readers, 
but the mostscientiflc writers say that 
by it the temperature of the human 
body raises the temperature of the wine 
and fermentation tiikes place more 
quickly and more thoroughly. This 
is the process, so we are informed used 
in Italy, Spain and France from which 
countries we get most of our high- 
priced wines. 
It is also believed that 
this was the process followed by Noah 
when he made win** and brought the 
curso on Ham. 
Wine was mado in 
Palestine by this method, in Apostolic 
times, and we have no doubt that all 
of tbe Scriptural wine went through 
the process of tramping by hum an 
feet. We see no reason why this wine 
should not take preference over the 
common machine-made wine, und are 
pleased to learn that Mr. Pelancoui’s 
wine has always taken a high rank in 
the murket.
